ARTISTIC WORK IN <3ETTINQ<UP DRY 


GOODS DUMMIES. 


DROPPED FROM THg SKY." 


The Best Models Are Found Among th« 


Jtallum—Putting oa H*lr ft Difficult aud 
Tedlou* Operation—Modelers Keep the 
Craft Ia Their Own families. 


The dry goods men, with stores on prom- 


inent thoroughfares, employ in their estab- 
lishments wax figures modeled from life, 
and some of them', by the way, are remark- 
ably accurate facsimiles. 


These figures always picture very pretty 


women. BVequently well known actresses 
and noted beauties sit for their models in 
wax,'which are Intended to graoo tbe-ebop 
of somo well known dry goods merchant. 
When those wax models are arrayed in all 
the finery of the season, they present a 
very fetching appearance, and doubtless 
by -tbeir attractiveness warrant the ex- 
penditure of a considerable sum of money 
necessary for their purchase. 


Tbe making of these figures in Philadel 


phla Is a very interesting and n compara- 
tively new industry. Until a few years ago 
only tbe inferior grades were made here, 
the better figures all coming from abroad, 
and at the moment, although the homo 
manufactured article has not entirely dis 
placed the foreign one, yet tbe wax figures 
made in Philadelphia are quite equal' to 
any imported, even those coming from Vi- 
enna, which fms long bold the premium 
for making tbe most artistic and lifeliku 
wax models for show windows. 


Tbe great majority of figures are made 


from living models, although a cast from 
one model serves for u good many figures. 
Among tbe Italians on Fouth Eighth street 
some of the best models for this business 
are found, and periodical excursions to the 
Italian colony aro made by the wax model- 
ers, who keep their eyes open for pretty 
and well cut features. 
When 11 face is dis- 


covered tbat is to their liking, they inako 
every effort to induce the individual to 
give them a sitting or two of three or four 
hours, for which they pay liberjlly. 


Certain requisites aro necessary for a 


good living model fora wax figure. Promi- 
nent among them is perfect regularity of 
features, and Ibbo wax -modelers say t'mt by 
long experience they have found it ex- 
tremely difficult to procure models with 
regular features, but tbat tho Italian 
wom- 


en most frequently fulfill tlmlr require- 
ments, und, innroovor, they state that thoir 
complexion,when bonp and water ha\e been 
applied, is fur moie natural than the com- 
plexion of the uvurago models belonging to 
other nationalities who apply to them for 
work. 


Intellectual expression is not required in 


wax figures and is even a drawback. 


Tho first step iu tbo process of nuking u 


high grade wax figure is to caht in \\.ix u 
bead and bust in tho rough. It ib, ol 
course, hollow nnd more nc-arly res>omblos 
a huge wnx potato than anything elbu. Tba 
artist then takes a knife and models like a 
sculptor tho hlook of wax into somo resem- 
blance of tho human head 
With knifo in 


hand and tho model before him, ho then 
carefully cuts awuy tlio wax until tho re- 
production luis boon made of tho face of hit 
sitter, and if ho is an flxport modeler thl< 
reproduction Is nsunlly very exact 
He 


puts tho tint on tho wax to copy the mndol'e 
complexion and completes every detail 
.with tho utmost care Then tho hair, oyc 
brows and eyelashes are put on. 
Onl> 


natural hair is used, and it is inserted ii> 
such a manner that it cnu bo brushed nnd 
done up as often us required, in any stj Ic 
the purchaser pleases. 


Probably the modeling of the eyes and 


putting In of tho eyelashes aro tho most 
delicate part of the whole process 
Each 


hair is put iu separately, both on the bead 
and for tho eyebrows and eyelashes. Tbo 
operation is performed with u hot needle 
and takes a long time. 
This work is fro 


quently done by women, who become \ory 
expert. Whan tho hair is implanted iu the 
manner as stated, it can bo dressed just n* 
if it were growing on a living bond. It can 
be washed and brushed and taken down 
and put up in any style, just as in nature 
Of course, it cannot be cut, as there 13 no 
possible chance of its growing in again. 
The tedious work of inserting tho hair aa 
thus described is, of course, only possiblu 
on what are known as first clahs wax heads, 
which often cost as much as 81 oO apiece 
The average price of those been in tho big 
dry goods stores is between $75 und £100. 
The value of those beads depends not only 
upon the workmanship and time which arc 
put in on them, but also upon the quality 
of the wax used. 


A good wax head will never become 


greasy and shiny from beat and will stand 
without injury u comparatively high teiu- 
peratnre. . Tho surface 1s protected by a 
coating of fine powder, which is blown oil 
while the wax is slightly softened by heat. 
Tbe composition of high grade wax is care- 
fully guarded by the manufacturers, each 
having a secret process of his own. 


When tho month of a wax figure is shown 


slightly open,, real teeth are inserted. As 
the faces will be seen at a distance, tho 
eyebrows and eyelashes are slightly exag- 
gerated, on-the same principle that actors 
nnd actresses make up the eyebrows and 
eyelashes on tho stage, so that they will 
show properly. 


Not only the wax figures to bo seen in 


show windows, bat also at Waxwork ox- 
bibitions, aro made as above described. 
Expert wax modelers are scarce and com- 
mand a high salary. The trade generally 
runs alpng from father to son, because tbo 
wax modelers refuse to teach their craft to 
any but their own family. 


Wax figures are frequently used by med- 


ical colleges and institutions to demon- 
strate anatomical monstrosities or peculiar 
conditions of the human system under 
certain circumstances, and there are mdd- 
elers who devote their time almost exclu- 
sively to preparing special models to order 
for 
medical institutions.—Philadelphia 
Times.

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Thouianda of Swallow* Came Down Fivn 


the Upper Air. 
< 


Many birds, large and small, take their 


longer migratory flights at a groat eleva- 
tion 
A very striking Incident of such a 


journey through the upper air is narrated 
by a correspondent of the London Times. 
Flocks of swallows equally innumerable 
are to be seen in "late summer and early 
autumn along the Atlantic coast of tbo 
United States, but it is a fortunate ob- 
server wbu cutcbes them in the act of drop- 
ping from the sky. 


It was n.' dark, dripping evening, and 


the thick osier bed on Cbiswiok eyot was 
co\ cred with wot leaf. Between 5 and- 6 
o'clock immense flights of swallows and 
murtlns suddenly appeared above tbe Is- 
land, arriving, not in hundreds, but in 
thousands nnd tons of thousands. 


The air was thick with them, and their 


numbers increased from minute to min- 
ute. 
Pare drifted above in clouds, twist- 


ing round like soot in a smoke wreath. 
Thousands kept sweeping just over the 
tops of the willows, skimming so thickly 
that the sky lino was almost blotted out 
for the height of from three to four feet. 
The quarter from which these armies of 
s\uillo^fi came was at first undisoovorable. 
They might have been batched, like gnats, 
from tho rUor. 


In time I discovered whence they came. 


They wero literally "dropping from the 
hky." Tho flocks wero traveling at a 
height ut which they were quite invisible 
in tho cloudy air, and from minute to 
ininuto they kopt dropping down into sight, 
and -so peipeudiculurly to tbe very surface 
of tho ri\ur 01 of the eyot 


One of the flocks dropped to the lawn 


on the rivOr bank on which I stood- With- 
out exaggeration I may suy that I saw 
them full from tho sky, for I was looking 
upward und saw them whan first visible 
us descending specks. The plunge was per- 
pendicular till within ten yards of the 
ground 


Soon tho high flying crowds of birds 


drew down and swopt for a fow mlnutas 
low over the willows, from end t'o end1 of 
tho eyot, with a sound like the rush of 
water in a hydraulic pipe. Then by a com- 
mon impulse the whole mass settled down 
from ond to end of tho island upon the 
osiers. The bushes in tbo center of the eyot 
were black with swallows, like the black 
blight on beans. 


Next morning, at half past 6 o'clock, 


e\ery swallow wuij gone. In half an bo'nr'a 
watching not a biro^ was seen. Whether 
they wont on during tho night or started 
afc dawn I know not. Probably tho latter, 
for Gilbert White once found a houtb cov- 
ered with biicli u flock of migrating swal- 
lows, whlrh did not leave till tho sun dis- 
pelled tho mists.

THE SPANISH NATION.

, The French Republic. 


A writer in Macmillau's Magazine com- 


ments on French politics of today and rath- 
er questions the fature of the republic.

A Magician's Hands. 


Herrmann wns a born magician. Ho not 


only mystified and entertained by tbe as- 
tonishing dexterity with which bo exe- 
cuted his remarkable feats, but. charmed 
his audiences by bis graceful manner and 
tho singular magnetism of bis personality. 
Not only was ho u magician, but a co- 
median of a high order. His success lay 
largely in tho perfection of his blull as 
manipulator. His hands wore trained tc 
a marvelous htato of responsiveness, nnd 
ho was primarily a juggler, deceiving tbe 
uyo by diverting attention [from the move- 
ments that might reveal tho mystery 
while hu performed almost impossible 
fouts with tho bunds and fingers. It was 
in tho mastery of this simple work that 
his htrength as a performer lay, although 
ho elaborated them with paraphernalia 
nud sttigo effects. Ho was continually elab- 
orating old tricks with now adaptations. 
- Herrmann's ability to handle cards was 
wonderful. Not only was he master of tho 
ordinary tricks of causing cards to disap- 
pear and reappear, to find packs concealed 
beneath vests, under hutbunds, but he 
could distribute nn entire deck of 53 cards 
nil over u theater 
This he did with such 


marvelous accuracy in Boston in 1880 or 
1887 that a spiritualistic society made the 
feat a subject of discussion, undflernni>nn 
wus made an honorary member without 
his knowledge or consent. What he die 
was to throw from between thumb anc 
forefinger a card and cause it to land on 
the rail of the top gallery. "The second 
card would fall within a few feet of it, j 
and tho third within a few foot of that, ' 
and so on throughout the house until tho 
entire pack had been distributed. It was 
claimed by tho Spiritualists that this could 
not possibly have been accomplished with- 
out supernatural aid. By long practice 
Herrmann wat able to tear a duck of 52 
cards longitudinally in half, as straight oa 
though cut with a knife. He would take 
those roctangnlar halves and divide them 
again into strips, using only his thumbs 
and forefingers to do the work.—Spring- 
field Republican. 


Few Useful or Ingenious Invention* At- 


tributed to Its Sons. 


Tho Spanish government is one of the 


oldest organized in the world. The Span- 
ish nation is one of the oldest maintaining 
intact its official identity in Europe. In 
many of the arts and sciences, as well as 
in war, commerce, navigation, and geo- 
graphical research, Spaniards have taken 
high rank, but for some reason Spaniards 
have been of very little note as inventors. 


There are fow useful or ingenious inven- 


tions which are attributed to men of Span- 
ish birth or ancestry. Cannon were used 
by the Spaniards nearly 600 years ago, and 
before thtiir use by either tbe English or 
the French, but these cannon were brought 
into Hpain by tho Moors. The invention 
of tho microscope is ascribed to u German 
ot gunpowder to a Hindoo, of printing to a 
Gorman, of the rifle to a native of Vienna, 
of photography to a Frenchman, of the 
padlock to a German, tho pendulum to an 
Italian, the mariner's compass to a China- 
man, 
tho guitar to an Egyptian, hats to a 


Swiss resident of tltb rilty of Paris, the ka- 
leidoscope to an Italian, dice to rin ancient 
Greek, the drlim to an Arabian, the gal- 
vanic battery to an Italian, the balloon to 
a Frenchman, the barometer tonn Italian, 
bombs to a Hollander, bayonets to 
Frenchman, the accordion—as an instru- 
ment of music—to a German resident of 
Vienna, fresco painting $o an Italian, tho 
clarinet to a German resident of" Lelpslo 
sterootjpyii5g to a Frenchman, the tele 
scope to a Hollander, tho thermometer to 
Galilei, an Italian; the velocipede, the 
forerunner of tho bicycle, to a Gorman, am 
the printing pioss to a Dutchman. But it 
does not appear that in any of these inven 
tions, either in originating or in perfect 
ing thorn, any Spaniard took a prominen1 
part or indue tl any part whatever.

etand not only at the head, but so fa: 
ahead of the puople of other countries as ti 
render unnecessary any comparison. Jn 
all mechanical contrivances, und ospuclal 
ly those used in manufactures or in un 
proved and piogressivo agricultural opera 
tions, Americans stand flrbt, mid at the foo 
of the list, among civilized nations, ar 
the .Spaniards. In tlio sixteenth century 
Seville alone had 10,000 silk looms. Thor 
aro now only J.OOO in all Spain. Spain 1 
the only European country Jn which th 
•manufacturing indubtry has gone ban! 
ward during tho lust half century.—Now 
York Sun. 


Bitumen.

What we call tho "workingmen," "the 


mechanic," had no existence as classes. 
Labor was performed almost exclusively 
in the south by slaves, and in tho north 
very largely by men and women who for 
the time being were no better than slaves. 
All over the free states were thousands'of 
Irishmen, Scotchmen, Englishmen, Ger- 
mans, who, in return for transportation 
from the old world to the new, had bound 
themselves by indenture to serve the cap- 
tain of tho ship that brought them over. 
Soldiers in the army received S3 a mouth. 
Farm hands in New England were given 
$1 a month and found their own clothes. 
Unskilled laborers toiled 12 hours per day 
tor 50 cents. Workmen on the turnpikes 
then branching out in every direction were 
boused in rude sheds, fed coarse food and 
given $1 per month from November to 
Mny and $6 from May to November. 
When the road from the Genesee river to 
Buffalo was under construction in 1812, 
though the region through which it went 
was the frontier, men were hired in plenty 
for $13 per month in cash and their 
board, lodgings and a daily allowance of 
fchisky.— John B. McMaster in Atlantic.

Electricity. 


1 ho electrical properties of amber wero 


known to the Greeks before tho Christian 
ora. Electricity takes its name from the 
Greek word for amber. 
Gilbert in 1000 


was the first to employ the terms "electric 
force" and "electric attractions." In 1718 
Franklin's electrical researches had pro- 
grebsod so far that he killed a turkey by 
tho electric spark and roasted it by an elec- 
tric jack before a flre kindled by the oloo- 
trio bottle, and in 17fi2, by means of tho 
kite experiment, he demonstrated tho iden- 
tity of electricity and lightning. The first 
magneto-electric machine was mado at 
Paris by Pfxil in 18U2; the first telegraph 
line in the United States was set up be- 
tween Washington and Baltimore in 
1844; 


tho first submarine cable was lulu" between 
England and France in 1800. As early as 
1803 Sir Humphry Davy produced an 
electric light with carbon points on almost 
the same principle as that now employed. 
Tbe first electric railway on the continent 
of Europe was built by Siemens nt Berlin 
in 1881; the first in England was con 
struotod in 1882, and in America tbe first 
electric line was built in 1885.

SIGNIFICANCE LONG LOST. 


Borne Supeistltlons Which Have to Do 


With the Passing of rife. 


The ^uperstitions^which have Clustered 


about the closing scenes of 'human life are 
almost Innumerable. Some, perhaps tho 
greater portion, now seem to bo Meaning- 
less, but u few hnd In early days a signifi- 
cance which they have since lost. The 
stppping pf the clock at tbo moment a 
death occurs in the house is still practiced 
ln>many families in this country and Eu- 
rope, and originated in the- fact; that ac- 
cording to the laws of several European 
states it was necessary to have evidence of 
tho exact moment of births and deaths oc- 
curring in the royal family. When a king 
died, an attendant was always present 
whose duty It was to stop tho clock in the 
royal apartment nt the moment when 
death occurred, and the tlinepigcp was 
thus a mute record of tho ovent. From 
royal families the descent of this practice 
'to aristocratic aud finally to families of 
low degree was easy, and many persons 
adopted it as n mere superstition without 
knowing anything of its former siguifi- 
ounce. 


Turning the looking glass to the wall is 


a superstition which is said to hnvo orig- 
inated in thu counby districts of Germany 
during the days when mirrors vrrre novel- 
ties. Mirrors of glass with quicksilver 
backs are said* to have been made at Ven- 
ice in 1800 A. D., and were first made 
in England In 1873, but did not come into 
common use among the middle classses 
until the beginning of the last century. 
At first they were regarded with supersti- 
tious awe, tho idea being that Jlie reduc- 
tion of tho face in tho aiirror was a sort of 
specter or second soul of tho individual. 
When a 'death occmred, the looking glass 
which thu person Was accustomed to UBO 
was turned to tbe will, lest his ghost 
should be disturbed by others using tho 
mirror before his spirit had finally de- 
parted from thu neighborhood, theru be- 
ing an ideu that the spirit of the departed 
lingered about tho vicinity for several 
hours, or perhaps dnys, after it hnd nepu- 
ratod from tho body. — St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

colvos against poisoning from snuko bites 
by n method which never until (ho present 
time, the twentieth century, has been dis- 
covered. by European scientists 
Tho i'a<vs 


of Psyller in Africa, Morser in Italy and 
Cuner in India, nges ago possessed a 
means to insure theniitcU es ni'tiiust poibi 
ing from snake bites, and today there are 
people who aro not harmed by sunko poi 
son, if we may believe tho descriptions of 
travelers. 
Such aro the negroes on the 


Guinea coasts, tho raco of Eicowor in Bar- 
bury, somo fakirs and snako charmers in 
India, the inhabitants of Mozambique and 
uo ino Kaffirs iu South Africa. Tho moans 
used by all tlieso peoples to secure immu- 
nity from snake venom uousiscs iu taking 
as medicine the venor.i, either fresh or 
dried, from the venom glands of snakes. 
Tlie majority eat the venom, but in Mo- 
zambique tho samo result is gained by in- 
oculating with it. That tlieso peoples real- 
ly do make themselves proof against snake 
bites in this way seems to be sure beyond 
a doubt. 


Although this method was made known 


long ago in Europe by travelers, nobody 
seemed to take any notice of it until tho 
experiments of Pasteur and his school had 
demonstrated the possibility of utilizing 
5t. '1'hen scholars began to study the 
effects on animals of feeding snake venom 
and of inoculating with it und to convert 
into scientific capital the avowals of these 
fakirs. — Robert von Lendorfeld in Chau- 
tauquan.

fUt Confederate Ma Important Factor Iu 


Muny F«ot» of Magic—How th« My«te- 
rloug Shooting Trick Was Done—Herr- 
mann JLooJted Ills Part Perfectly. 


Herrmann was a shrewd man at know- 


ing what was for his own advantage. One 
of the olevur things that he did was to cul- 
tivuto tho likeness of JMophistophules. It 
was not deep enough to alarm anybody. 
His aspect was not forbidding, but he had 
the thin face and the sharp eyes naturally, 
and ho added to these deliberately the lit- 
tle pointed beard, the heavy mustache 
turned up at tho points, and the short hair, 
with respect to which nature aided him 
again by making It curly. 
Then he wore 


a close fitting dress of black satin, and th& 
moment anybody saw him he expected 
him to do magical things as a matter of 
course. 


It may not be out of place to remark that 


pretty nearly all magicians employ confed- 
erates for some of their tricks. This stato- 
mont does not quite come under the head 
of a state secret, though the confederates 
aro not iu noli talked about among laymen. 
They aro necessary for some tricka And if 
tho magician is so morbidly high minded 
as to object to employing thorn, he will 
have to omit a good deal that other ma- 
gicians do. The sad admission has to be 
made to a disappointed public that tho rab- 
bit trick is no trick ut all and hns no ele- 
ment of magic or sleight of hand about it. 
It just consists ra the confederate's sitting 
in his seat and holding tho rabbit under 
his coat till tho magician is ready to take it 
out. 
But tlf re aro other cases in whii h 


the confederate is employed iu a more le- 
gitimate way. Ho may be required for 
nothing i.ioro than to lend a hat and to re- 
tain his composure when he sees it crushed 
out of recognition. 


One of tbo most effective uses that Herr- 


mann e\er nmdo of a confederate was in 
connection with his "truuk mystery." Iu 
this trick n girl is put Into n trunk, and 
the trunk IH closed and then opened again, 
and tho girl in found to bo gone. There is 
more to Jt, but that is enough for the pres- 
ent purpose. 
When tho trick bad been 


done, a man stood up at the back of the 
house and nuked Herrmann If he had to 
have a trunk specially prepared for that 
trick. 
Herrmann answered that he did 


not. Tho man then asked if he oould do It 
with his valiao. 
Herrmann said he, oould. 


The valise was brought to tho stage, and 
the trick was done over again, to the grout 
delight of tho audience. 
Tho confederate 


carried out his part of the programme so 
well that tlie policeman in charge at the 
buck of the house wanted to arrest him for 
making a disturbance, and the magician 
had hard work to save nls trick from being 
spoiled by tlie policeman's excess of zonl. 
Of course the trunk and the valise used did 
have to be prepared, but the declaration 
that they did not involved no groat danger 
of another being offered by somebody elso 
who was not u confederate, becaus-o few

A Question Xb»t May Coiue Co In the 


Case of JUfe Priaonere. 


The fact that in this city a woman who 


was married u lew yoars ago luamtly qpn- 
traoted u seqyud. legal marriage though 
the first husband was alivo and the ties ot 
matrimony had not been severed by a ju- 
dicial decree of divorce called public atten- 
tion to a nob generally known peculiarity 
of the law. 


The statutes ot Now York provide that 


the penalty of life.imprisonment shall in- 
volve civil death for the felon sentenced to 
it. 
This jnoajjs that he shall be deprived 


of his civil rights', particularly property 
rights and the rights resulting from fam- 
ily relations, as if he were actually dead.. 
Civil death takos from the person upon 
whom this punishment bus been inflicted 
all that he owned and transfers it to tbosp 
who would lune received it if he had died 
before his conviction. It affects his con- 
tract rights in tho same manner us pliysicul 
death. He cannot, in this legal condition, 
become tin heir or obtain property by be- 
quest. 
The law deprives him of tho legal 


rights of a parent. 
If he has u wife, sh'o 


may consider her marriage legally dii- 
solvod, us it' he were dead, and contra' 
another marriage. 


Civil death was known to the Roman 


law, und this term, according to Bluok- 
stoue, was applied to certain legal condi- 
tions in Eugiund. It is also known to ttio 
French law arid to tho stututesM a nuiu- 
ber of our states. But thorfti'l 
doubts-about tbo exact soopo^nd legul ul- 
feots of the penalty. A life coirvieii may be 
pardoned. That would certainly not dis- 
turb or in any way affect property rights 
pr now marriage relations that hud butjn 
established us a consequence ot tho civil 
death. 
But could not tho wife of a par 


douodlifc convict, in case sbo had uot con 
tructed another marriage, claim the Icgu! 
rights connected with tho matrlugo relu 
tion? 
It Is believed that this question 


must be answered iu the affirmative, uut 
it would therefore appear that the e&i-uou 
vict, though he was civilly dead during tba 
term of his Imprisonment, Is still bound 
by his former relations if be has not beei 
released therefrom by an act not of his 
own doing. 
'

It pro%od so much so to one friend of tho 
magician's, who had fortified himself too 
much tor the ordeal, that when-tho sol- 
diers came on tha stage he could not stand 
it any longer arid got up, forced his way j 
through tho crowd at tho back of the ho iso 
and escaped us fast as ho oould, exclaiming 
with SOD.S us ho went along, "Herrmann's 
a good fellow, and I won't stay hero to sua 
him killed!" 


Any tiick ia simple when you know how 


it is done, and this one was even simpler 
than some. 
Thore is probably no one left 


acw who euros to puzzle the public with 
this particular illusion, so there Is no 
further harm in telling the curious how" 
it is done. There are sovoral ways of doing 
most tricks. A famous French magician 
used to do this one by means of a gun 
which was loaded with a bullet and fired a 
blank, or performed some orhor similarly 
unusual antic, but Herrmann allowed six 
soldiers at onco to fire at him and to nso 
tbe guns that wore furnished to them By 
the state. But the soldiers were all in tho 
Bocret.

Herrmann then went to the side of the
